Hotv Their Initial Velocity Is Calculated 


In Tests at Sandy Hook. 


To the layman QUO of the interesting 


features in a big gun test is tho method 
by which I'M' initial velocity of tho 
projectiles iH calculated. \Vhenhe hears 
that the modem high power guns often 
expel a shot nt an initial velocity of 
3,000 foot a s-coud, a rate that if sis- 
taiucd v,-o';]-"i 'TIPUU a &ilo in three sec- 
onds, he; ic-aliws the difficulty of calcu- 
lating i;;e fpicd. 
An ordnance officer 


ninst ha-o accurate knowledge of the 
velocity of a projectile, that he may pre- 
dict its IT.:}'.-? and penetration and de- 
termine tl'.c accuracy of the gun. It is 
a compauilively easy matter, however, 
with the Liev/ instruments to calculate 
accurately the. initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, iinl ;iuy one who is fortunate 
enough to \is-it Sanely Hook when big 
gnus uie being tested mny sec how it is 
done. 


Tv.-o open frames are set up lc.0 feet 


apart in front of tho gun. Wires are 
sti etched back and forth across these 
frames, making a screen through which 
tbo shot must pass. The wires in each 
screen form a complete electric circuit, 
which includes alpo an electric battery 
and an elcctiu magnet. The projectile, 
after leaving the gnn, flies through the 
wiio in the firstscreen, interrupting the 
circuit and releasing the armature of 
tho magnet. In a space of time so small 
as tfl be hardly conceivable tho projeo 
tile has covered the distance between 
tho two frames and pierced tho wire ill 
the second, interroptiug its electric cur- 
rent and releasing tho armature of its 
magnet, as in tho first case. The inter 
val between tho drop of these two ar 
matures icpre&cuts the time spent by 
the projectile iu traveling 150 feet 
This tinio is indicated by the chrouo 
graph in tho laboratory near by. Wire: 
run from each screen to the laboratory 
which is fitted up with batteries and 
switchboards. 


The armature of the first electro mag- 


net is ail iron rod about 3 feet long, 
which is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when tho stcond electro magnet is 
placed a little below the first, and when 
it in released it acts as a kuifo, and, 
striking tho side of tho falling rod, 
makes a slight mark. The distance of 
this cut or mark from tho end of the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
the rod has dropped while the projectile 
is passing fron\ one screen to another. 
This forms the unit for the calculation 
of the projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns havo increased the initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully iu the last 
few years. Projectiles may be expelled 
now with a force that will make them 
effective at a range far beyond ordinary 
eyesight—Now York Sun.

Pacific coast about the 5tb, cross tho 
west of Bookies country by the close 
of the 6tb, the great central valleys 
July 7th to 9tb, Eastern States July 
10th.

Rockies country aboat tho 51 h, the 
great central valleys July 7th, Eastern 
States 9tb. The cool wave will crofs 
the west of Rockies country about July 
the 8tb, the great central valleys 10th 
Eastern States July 12tb. 


Temperature and rainfall of the weak 


onding July 3d, as an average of the 
counties of the Rockies, will be above 
normal. 


The third disturbance of July will 


reach the Pacific Coast about the lltb, 
cross the west of the Rockies country 
by the close of the 12tb, great central 
valleys, ISt.h to 15th, eastern States on 
16th.

The warm wave will cross the west of 


the Rockies country abmit the lltfi, 
great central valley?, 13th, eastern 
States 15th. The cool wars \villcross 
the west of the Rockies country about 
the ]4tb, great central valloys, 16th and 
eastern States on the 18th. 


In most parts of the United .Slates 


July is the hottest month in the year. 
The normal or average of the Julys of 
many years past reaches its highest 
point between the 8th and the 18th. 
This varies, however, the crest being 
short and sharp in the north and long 
in the south. 


The hot waves of this July are ex- 


pected to cross the continent not far 
from the 1st and 16th of the month 
with a cooler period between. Not far 
from the highest point of the normal 
will occur the coolest part of this July, 
as a cool wave ia expected to cross the 
continent not far from the 10th. 


For July the rainfall divides into 


three principal dates, not far from the 
1st, 16th and last days of the mouth. 


All the changes mentioned move from 


west to east across the continent, oc- 
curring first in the weat and an allow 
ance of three to fiva daj s must be made 
for the timo necessary to cross Ihe con- 
tinent. 


The weather features of greatestim< 


portance for this July are the average 
temperature and total rainfall. The 
corn crops largely, and other crops to a 
large extent, clepsnd on these weather 
features. 


July temperature will aveiage very 


low ia tho upper Mississippi and the 
Ohio valleys, the upper and lower lake 
regions, Pennsylvania, New York and 
the New England States. 


Frosts would be quite an unusual 


thing fur July, but the temperature 
during this July will go dangerously 
near the frost line in northern parts ol 
tho countries mentioned in the above 
paragraph. 


In all other parts oE the Unitec 


States the temperature will range from 
about to above normal

in the New England States, Texas

From the Hereld Democrat, Huron, S. D.
